Filth, 
sewage 
and lice 
found 
in youth 
lockups

and mismanagement in the 
Florida juvenile justice system, 
the governor proposed $12 
million in new maintenance 
dollars. Plenty needs fixing.

On a Monday in early October, 
the top administrator at the Bra- 
denton youth lockup issued a terse 
order to subordinates: 

“Do not flush.” 

Three days earlier, on Sept. 30, 
the Manatee Regional Juvenile 
Detention Center’s plumbing went 
haywire. While youths in the lock- 
up were showering, the drains 
from three living units and the 
infirmary began “to overflow with 
sewage,” a lockup supervisor 
wrote in an email. 

“The water overflowed out into 
the ... hallway and the courtyard. 
After about 20-30 minutes, the 
water began to go back down the 
drain. We cleaned all the mods 
and the facility, and tried our best 
to get rid of the smell that was left 
behind.” 

Like many, if not most, of the 
state’s juvenile lockups, Braden- 
ton’s is showing its age. Built in 
1970, the 42-bed detention center 
now suffers from a variety of 
maintenance issues. The structu- 
ral, plumbing and sanitation prob- 
lems had remained largely hidden 
— until recently. 

After the Miami Herald pub- 
lished a six-part series on the 
state’s long-troubled juvenile 
justice system, lawmakers made 
surprise inspections of the deten- 
tion centers in Miami-Dade and 
Broward counties. A legislator 
from Miami declared conditions 
there to be “horrible, horrific, 
deplorable.” In Broward, two girls 
showed visitors ant bites up and 
down their legs. The detainees 
said staff told them to use bleach 
and a rag for treatment.

Trump trail tell-all: bullying, rivalries, Big Macs 


m Forthcoming book on Trump 
campaign paints a fond portrait 
of candidate Donald Trump, but 
not without a never-ending array 
of ups and downs. Campaign 
aides without a thick skin had no 
chance to survive.

Elton John blares so loudly on 
Donald Trump’s campaign plane 


that staffers can’t hear them- 
selves think. Press secretary 
Hope Hicks uses a steamer to 
press Trump’s pants — while he 
is still wearing them. Trump 
screams at his top aides, who are 
subjected to expletive-filled ti- 
rades in which they get their 
“face ripped off.” 

And Trump’s appetite seems to 
know no bounds when it comes 
to McDonald’s, with a dinner 
order consisting of “two Big 
Macs, two Fillet-O-Fish, and a 


chocolate malted.” 

The scenes are among the 
most surreal passages in a forth- 
coming book chronicling 
Trump’s path to the presidency 
co-written by Corey Lewandow- 
ski, who was fired as Trump’s 
campaign manager, and David 
Bossie, another top aide. The 
book, “Let Trump Be Trump,” 
paints a portrait of a campaign 
with an untested candidate and 
staff rocketing from crisis to 
crisis, in which Lewandowski and 


a cast of mostly neophyte politi- 
cal aides learn on the fly and 
ultimately accept Trump’s pro- 
pensity to go angrily off message.
